foreign nations 
We now have 49 to 


subtract from 14G. We have 27 tugs 
and hulks, which are made of wood or 
iron. 
Not a single tug or hulk more 


than we need, but they are counted in 
tho 140 vessels. They, with the ex- 
ception of two torpedo boats, are not 
expected to be a part of tho fighting 
ferce, by naval people at least, bnt the 
Secretary is obliged to count them as 
icstels in his reports. This gives us 
76 to subtract from 146, leaving the 
steamers first mentioned as our entire 
navy. 


This Navy is one of the smallest in 


the world. Yet we have about five 
thousand miles of sea coast. 


England has a navy to-day, in which 


she numbers more large, iron-clad frig- 
ate than we have frigates, sloops, mon- 
itors and tugs combined. She has more 
vessels on her home squadron than we 
have in our whole navy. 
France has 


a navy equal in force to-day, to all ours 
five times over, nearly. Russia, 
the 


German Empire, Spain, and even Italy, 
have better navies than we. Even 
Austria, with bnt eighteen miles of 
sea coast in all her ;bcrders,_ is onr 
equal (nearly if not quite) in naval 
power. In nearly every matter of na- 
val improvements we are behind. 


Why are we behind 1 Because our 


government has been managed in the 
interest 'of retrenchment since 1865. 
The Republican party in power have 
said we can wait till times are better 
and the people have more money. They 
proposed, however, to maintain as mueh 
of the navy as possible on a good foot- 
ing. They did not ask, "what ii a 
navy good for?" 
They knew. 
They 


have tried to befriend every arm of the 


firing of 100 guns, the day opened. The 
grand stand was finely ornamented.
